These payments would be used 
to pay interest on the bonds 
bought by the community, and 
for retiring the bonds when ma- 
ture.

county agent, or a home demont- 
stration agent, or other federat. 
agencies located there on a remt- 
paying basis. 

Andrews believes the combin- 
ed rental payments would pe 
more than enough to take ca: 
of all financing. He has checkea” 
his plan with government and 
experts, and they ag- 
ree his proposal is fiscally souna 

He said that 40 to 50 members 
of the House have promised to 
back his bill, and he is confident 
that most of the remainder will 
do so once they understand 
what it is about.
